~ MAKING A REAL TRY 


The allied world has no cause to remember 
Austria with gratitude. The government of that 
country directly precipitated the world war 
which cost the lives of millions of men and 
plunged humanity into debt and distress. For 
all that, there will be a hope that Mr. Zimmerman, 
who represents the League of Nations in trying 
to help along the reconstruction of Austria, is 
not painting the process of recovery there in too 
strong celors. The country, he says, is making 
wonderfui strides toward normal conditions, The 
people are buay, industry and trade are reviving 
and want is disappearing. The national finances 
are being put in order, legions of needless of- 
ficials have been dismissed and real economy 
effected, while taxes are being imposed—and 
paid—which will in a year or so make the incoine 
equal the outgo. It may be recalled that only 
a year ago Austria deliberately threatened to 
cease trying to function as an organized state 
unless it were given assistance in solving the 
difficulties brought upon it by its mis-guided 
rulers, while Austrian money was worth no more 
than Soviet rubles. This favorable report, by 
the way, is presented in hope of encouraging 
foreigners to subscribe to an international loan, 
and thus place the debts of the country in such 
a position that they can be met by the indominit- 
able industry and thrift of its people. In justice 
it must be said that Austria seems to be the one 
former enemy state that is making a real effort 
to pay its debts and re-establish itself in the 
world, which may account for the willingness 
of allied governments and financiers to give it

Primarily it is the exclusive business of the 
hodies concerned whether they unite or do not 
unite’ and whether they decide now which 
they will do or postpone the decision indefinitely 
These organizations are supported by the free 
will offerings of their members and adherents, 
and the outside public can make no tangible 
vlain. to a right to offer advice or suggestions 
A church cannot, however, take that view of its 


position in the world. By its professions, its 
ereed, and its traditions, it exists for a purpose 


other than that of administering its affairs in a} 


way satisfactory to its membership without re 
gard to the public at large. In fact it is the 
standing claim of such institutions that they aim 
to propagate their religious teaching among out 
siders and to exert a constantly widening influ 
ence for good in the community. That claim in 
itself gives the public a certain moral interest 
in the conduct, relationships and welfare of every 
church organization. People have a right to ex. 
pect that churches will be so administered that 
they may the most successfully accomplish the 
purposes for which they exist, and which it is 
freely admitted to be in the interests of the 
general welfare that they should accomplish 
This western country needs religious bodies 
which represent something more than creed, 
names, and chapters in history. They need 
churches which believe something, preach it ag- 
gressively, and contribute the last ounce of their 
support to every moral issue that has to be 
fought for. The menace of the age is not infidel. 
ity; it is simply non-belief—in any defined doct 
rine or fixed system of religious convictions. In- 
Non-belief is negative. ‘The 
‘(man on the street’’ does not stay away from 
church because he positively dis-believes; but be- 
cause he is not actively concerned. The preva 
lence of that disregard for religion is apparent 
everywhere. This is a city of churches, by coin 
parison with others. Yet if everybody in Ed 
monton wanted to go to church next Sunday they 
could not all find standing room in the build- 
ings. Probably not half of them could be seated. 


Yet of the non-attendants the vast majority claim | 


adherence to some chureh or other when asked 
For some reason or other the churches do not 
‘get the people’’—the people who were brought 
up to attend church and who still profess attach.
